Madame Sontag was 
well known to all lovers of music as one of the 

test singers of the age. She was born in 
805, in the city of Coblentz, on the Rhine. 


| She appeared on the stage at the early age of 


five , and even at that period displayed the 
first dawnings of that genius that has since 
made her 80 celebrated. As she grew up she 
manifested a rare disposition for music, and 
was placed in proper hands to be trained for the 
operatic etage. In 1822, she made her first ap- 
pearance as @ prima donna, at Berlin, and her 
great skill, beauty, grace, and decided dramatic 
talent, at once won for her the highest favor of 
the court, the critics, and the people generally 
of that capital. From this date Madame Sontag 
had scarcely a rival for the musical honors of| 
Europe. In 1830 she married Count Rossi, an 
Italian diplomat, and retired from the stage, at 
a time when her voice was in its perfection, and 
her beauty at its height. For nineteen years 
she remained in private life, becoming in the 
meantime the mother of alarge family of chil- 
dren. About five years ago, however, owing to 
the pecuniary embarrassments of her husband, 
she was induced to employ again, on the stage, 
talents that had won her fame and fortune in 
former days, and she made her re-entree at Her 
Majesty’s Theatre, London, in May, 1849, in 
the opera of **Linda di Chamounix.’’ Although 
past the age of forty, she still retained her 
beauty, and her voice, if it had lost in power, 
had gaiuved, by careful nurtare, in all the better 
qualities that are most to be prized by artists.

The Farmington Chronicle states that the hay 
crop in that vicinity will not be more than an 
average one, this year, and in many sections 
will fall below anaverage. This is attributed 
to winter killing. The prospects of a good 
corn crop were never more encouraging.

Let us, like the 
ox, then, remember what tough, fibrous, indi- 
gestive stuff it is to eat, and eschew it until it 
is cheaper. Tender beef is one thing, and quite 
a tolerable thing too. But the stuff they sell 
for beef, which not feebly mimics leather for 
toughness, and whose juices have been 
only hard driving or over-working, it needs a 
good ostrich stomach to grind up. Nourish- 
ment it contains, of course, but what work it 
is to extract it! In hot weather omit it, unless 
you have company who must be appeased by its 
odor. We all eat too much meat while the dog- 
star rages. It influences the blood, demands a 
deal of drink to moisten it, and of vegetable 
for company more than would suffice to satisfy 
the appetite if taken alone. 
Now every atom of food that is consumed 
above what is ne for the growth and 
nourishment of the body, demands so much more 
attention from the digestive organs, than they 
should be burdened with ; solicits from the brain 
so much blood for its accomplishment, and re- 
quires its share of time additional for rest. The 
meat-eater in Summer needs more sleep than the 
consumer of vegetables alone. So we may as 
well offer thanks fur the high price of beef, on 
the ground that if we do not buy it, we gain 
time from sleep for our labor, or for our plea- 
sures. When cold weather sets in, we can re- 
turn to it again, needing its solid nourishment 
to warm us up, but now especially, while it is 
the season fur sickness and ailments of the di- 
gestive organs, ripe fruits in their season and 
wholesome vegetables are very much better. 
So hold on to your cattle, good furmers, and 
give us prime butter cheaper, and country milk 
red and you, ulators, buy up ever 
orned head betwixt here and the Mississippi. 
We can do without your tough lean steaks as 
long as you can do without our money for them. 
The English have the reputation of eating more 
meat than any other set of men in the world, 
but in New York City we eat only one-third less 
during a year than they do in London! There 
is a falling off this year, and we suspect it will 
be still greater, unless there is change of policy 
among the cattle speculators. {N. Y. Times.

For any distance exceeding 3000 miles, ocean postage 
10 cents, excepting, however, all cases where such 
postage have been or shall be at diferent rates by 
postal treaty or convention already concluded or here- 
after to be made. Double, treble, or quadruple letters 
in proportion. Upon all letters passing through or in the 
mail, except such as are from a foreign country, the 
postage as above specified shall be prepaid, and from 
and after the first of January next, such prepayment 
shall be by stamp. All drop letters for delivery only 
to be charged one cent each. All advertised letters 
an additional cent. 
Mr. Olds offered an additional section that it shall 
not be lawful for any postmaster or any other person 
to sell post office stamps or envelopes for more than 
appears on their face, the offence to be a misde- 
meanor, subjecting the offender to a fine of not less 
than $500.

A LEGEND OF THE LAST WAR.

The land on the north side of Long Island 
Sound, along the southern borders of the good 
little State of Connecticut, is composed of hard 
hills covered with dwarf cedars, and the spread- 
ing juniper bush, and beautiful valleys which 
extend up among and between these hills.— 
Particularly is this the case between New Ha- 
ven and the Connecticut River. If the hills 
are barren, the valleys are proportionably fer- 
tile. This is decidedly the sunny side of Con- 
necticut. Then the Sound is a most beautiful 
sheet of water, whose gentle waves have made 
this whole shore a charming sand-beach. From 
any one of the hills which [ have mentioned, 
the prospect is delightful. The eye takes in a 
wide expanse of waters, with vessels of every 
size and name, gracefully moving in every 
direction under their load of canvas, and 
ever and anon, the huge but beautiful steam- 
boat is seen crowding her way past them all, 
sending out her two streams of smoke, which 
seem to hang to her as if not to be shaken off. 
On almost any day, the bright waters are now 
alive with all kinds of craft, while the distant 
shores of Long Island, and the many little 
islands scattered along the shores, add to the 
beauty of the prospect. 

But at the time of which I am about to speak, 
it was far otherwise. In the summer of 1813, 
no sail or craft of any kind was to be seen in 
the Sound. The light-house kindled its nightly 
lamp, and the gulls on the low, flat islands 
keep up their night-watches, but there was 
nothing to be benefited.

The 
British ships of war so completely blockaded 
the Sound, that nothing could move unless 
now and then a small boat was seen to glide 
along the shore, where, at a moment's warning, 
she could run into the mouth of some hidden 
creek, or skulk behind some small island.
